Chicago, Sept. 2— Three startling 
w ar discoveries, two of them having 
a direct m ilitary value and one Inn ­ 
ing a world-wide economic signifi­ 
cance, wore made pub lic here at the 
stock y ards today . 
These discover­ 
ies of the chemists in the lab orator­ 
ies of the packing plants, have come 
ab out as the result of continuous e f­ 
forts to aid in solving w ar prob lems. 
The cheese industry of the w'orld 
has b een rescued from the shortage 
of rennet, 
of 
which 
im portations 
from Denmark have b een grievously 
curtailed. 
A 
new 
curdling 
agent, 
Rennase, can now b e made from the 
*tomach of the hog. 
Rennet was 
ob tained from 
the calf’s 
stomach. 
Quantities 
of R ennase 
have 
b een 
shipped 
to cheese m akers in 
this 
country , in the Argentine, in England, 
in South A frica and in Australia. 
The scarcity of rennet can no longer 
cripple the industry . 
Another discovery is throm b oplas­ 
tin, a b lood coagulator ob tained from 
the b rain of kosher killed cattle. 
It 
was disclosed today that some of this 
m ateral already has b een exported 
to F rance and used there to hasten 
the coagulation of b lood in soldiers’ 
w'ounds. 
The third of the revelations was 
that surgical ligatures, a b y -product 
of the industry , are now b eing m ade 
in such wise tha t they will dissolve 
into the flesh a t the end of a definite 
period. 
They are “ timed” for ten, 
twenty or thirty day s and the surg­ 
eon needs b ut exercise his judgment 
as to w’heu the wound will heal and
